Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-10, 12-14, 
16-19, 22-25 have been found allowable since while prior art of record teaches a reflective liquid 
crystal having a liquid crystal layer interposed between a front substrate and a rear substrate, and 
wherein a transparent electrode is connected to the front substrate and a reflective rear electrode 
is connected to the rear substrate. But the prior art of record either alone or in combination, 
neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination a lithography system having, among other 
features, a reflective liquid crystal display comprising an array of configuration pixels, wherein 
the reflective liquid crystal display comprises at least one lower reflective rear electrode and at 
least one upper reflective rear electrode, as recited in the instant claims of the present 
application.
